eee that Day of Pentecost, when, at the preaching 

of St. Peter, a multitude was baptized, and continued 
in the fellowship of the Apostles, praising God, the 
devotional literature of the Church has been enriched by 
the contributions of many saints and scholars. Out of 
that store~-house of Christian experience the leaders of 
the English Reformation selected and handed down to 
us the limited but unique collection of prayers and offices 
contained in our Book of Common Prayer.

We are glad there- 
fore to welcome this scholarly and spiritual collection of 
specially arranged offices of devotion. Many of the 
clergy will find in them rich material for extraordinary 
services, and they may be used in whole or in part.

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ae Century Company brought out in 1927 a vol- 
ume entitled “Offices of Mystical Religion,” in 
which nineteen services were printed, of the more im- 
aginative and original sort, that are done from time to 
time at St. Mark’s during these nineteen years in the 
seasonal cycle of worship. Some who have had that 
book in hand found it hard reading, because it does 
not contain matter for the reader as such, but rather 
for the religious producer and enacter. Liturgical 
writing needs to be done and experienced, not read and 
discussed. But perhaps the difficulty of not a few was 
due to the book’s raising, quite inevitably and almost 
unconsciously, so many controversial questions. 


For those who among the non-liturgical bodies 
want liturgical worship, those Offices were esthetically 
too advanced and exacting. Furthermore, their fre- 
guent incursions into literature unfamiliar to Protest- 
ants, or which they have not made up their minds 
should be regarded as in any serious sense religious, 
would make even the well trained and pious presenta- 
tion of many of these Offices doubtfully edifying to an 
average Protestant congregation, accustomed still to 
think of the sermon as the only sacrament that need 
be taken strictly as matter of religious daily bread. On 
the other hand, the Anglican could very properly say 
about those Offices: Why ignore all the devotional 
resources that everyone concerned with the conduct of 
public worship has thought of, and is sure his people 
might employ with edification? It is chiefly then to 
answer the Anglican’s sceptical query, that this collec- 
tion of Evangelical Offices is now printed. 


It has been my privilege in recent years to speak 
by invitation before numerous clergy associations, and 
I hape enjoyed friendly grillings so often, that I could 
list here off-hand the objections likely to be made. Yet 
after all, the present-day problem of worship can easily 
be stated without likelihood of important difference. We 
Anglicans, who have the ‘incomparable’ Prayer Book, 


cannot on strict construction of canons depart from the 
same, save on ‘special occasions. So we who are pre- 
sumably well disciplined by life-long use of the Prayer 
Book to right reverence and liturgical taste, are inhibited 
from free experimentation, or at least not a little handi- 
capped. On the other hand, the non-liturgical Protestant 
bodies can experiment ad libitum, without handicap, but 
neither their clergy nor their laity are likely to have 
that discipline of taste and temperament requisite for 
the best sort of results. 


If this be our dilemma — must our de facto worship 
therefore remain such as we have received it, — limited 
to forms at least three centuries old? curiously confined 
in the main to Old Testament material? doctrinally over- 
charged for our young people? and indifferent to large 
tracts of life, secular and even religious? Shall we kill 
the liturgical Art by fetishistic admiration and legal 
monopoly, lavished on particular out-of-date master- 
pieces of that dynamic humanity-shaping art? 


A generation ago, Dr. Huntington endowed Grace 
Church with four seasonal evening offices of abiding 
charm, which till eight years ago drew a large congrega- 
tion from the whole metropolitan region. But for their 
effective rendering a great Anglican choir was neces- 
sary, and doubtless the beautiful edifice for which they 
were devised. Ideal services of rest they were, and an 
inspiration for those who desired devotion rather than 
instruction. What a pity that Dr. Huntington did not 
devote more of his great abilities to creating a use for 
his own church and less to the vain crusade for Prayer 
Book enrichment by legal revision. 


The English Moravian Church got for herself an 
admirably reverent and supple medium of devout ex- 
pression, by entrusting her liturgical interests for a 
quarter of a century to a single man, of fine piety and 
good taste, if modest poetic talent, — the hymnologist 
James Montgomery. The resulting book has manifest 
merit, both in method and style. Principles of liturgical 
construction, unknown to our Prayer Book compilers, 
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are brought into play with happy success. For my own 
part, it has proved very essentially suggestive. The 
New Church (Swedenborgian) has, on the basis of the 
Lutheran Prayer Book, constructed its own, which offers 
many new practical ideas for devotion, entirely in har- 
mony with Anglican preference. Lastly, the Grey 
Book, — that is, its section of proposed enrichment, — 
compiled by Canon Dwelley of Liverpool Cathedral, 
with the help of many friends, now published by the 
Oxford Press, has rich treasures garnered for the social- 
ly minded throughout the English-speaking world. 
Without any desire to be captious, I may admit that Dr. 
Orchard’s book was disappointing. Naturally enough, 
it attempted to rival the Church of England Prayer 
Book, by being more profusely awkward in its antiq- 
uarian passion. Only here and there did I find what was 
helpful for my purpose in this ‘high-church’ Congrega-~- 
tionalist “Divine Service.” 

For my ruling and inspiring purpose was to make 
Christian worship vitally interesting for our day; and 
be it clearly stated, Christian worship, and none other. 
So, looking the regular Prayer Book Offices squarely in 
the eye, — no easy matter for one who has lived with 
them and by them from infancy, — it seemed that their 
beauty and interest were incontestable. Morning and 
Evening Prayer appear altogether the best offices of 
general prayer and praise I, at least, can imagine. If, 
however, one should listen to the ‘incomparable’ Largo 
of Handel every day for 365 days, something in the 
latter end would seem to happen to the Largo. He 
should have reached saturation point. Attention would 
no longer be possible. So a fine form of words these 
daily services remain, but they can make upon the pious, 
well-ordered habitué no definite, vivid attack. A silvery 
half attention, a complacent, brooding mood is all they 
can, when well rendered, obtain and achieve. But what 
of the merits of somnambulent worship? 


The principal trouble, then, with our regular services 
is that there are just two overtaxed ‘maids of all work.”’ 
In licensing those two services, our forefathers, to be 
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sure, did exceeding well, for they are indeed very noble 
compilations. But how could they have expected to 
bring within so narrow a compass the manifold elements 
and aspects of Christianity, even as they knew it? How, 
for instance, could Jesus the Teacher be presented? His 
Parables expounded? His chief doctrinal ideas exalted? 
How could the Church's experience with His Prayer, 
and with her developing Creeds concerning Him, be 
offered for meditation? The new doctrine of God had 
to be assumed, and praise of Him for His continuous 
self-revelation taken for granted, unless it were deemed 
sufficiently uttered in the old Jewish canticle of the three 
children in the fiery furnace, or in that lyric creed, the 
Ambrosian Te Deum Laudamus. 


But it must be clear, if one were permitted to devote 
an entire service to each important aspect or element of 
the Christian life, a moderately gifted and trained 
liturgical craftsman could through a seasonal cycle of 
such services, impress on a participating congregation 
a far larger and deeper conception of our ever-develop- 
ing religion. It was then with a view, not of contra~- 
dicting or depreciating, but rather of supplementing 
Matins and Evensong, that the experiments at St. 
Mark's proceeded, with what results, the present com- 
pilation will partly show. 


Furthermore, as implied before, the material of the 
Church's two regular services is not distinctively Chris- 
tian enough. With very little alteration, they would do 
exceedingly well for orthodox synagogue use. Now, 
if Christianity be but a slightly reformed Judaism, well 
and good. But if on the other hand, the religion of 
Jesus is really a new and higher religion, universal in 
scope, and only yet in its infancy, why not saturate our 
regular services of worship with what is peculiar to that 
religion, rather than with a scriptural Judaism? 


I would freely grant that for practical purposes of 
edification, in Western civilization, because of our cen- 
turies-long familiarity with the Old Testament, Judaism 
has, so to speak, the right of way. But cannot Chris- 
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tianity, as an entirely new and original religion, still 
living and growing, that for historical reasons arose out 
of Judaism, borrow equally well its background, and 
sometimes even better, from other than Semitic sources? 


The answer to this question is theoretically in the 
affirmative, but there remains the ‘practical’ limitation 
to our yea-saying. Other great religions, even if and 
where undoubtedly superior and more advanced, are yet 
too unfamiliar to our people, so that their quoted classic 
expressions make an intellectually curious rather than a 
directly devotional appeal. Nevertheless, popular 
studies in comparative religion, of a liturgical character, 
within the region that is quite obviously common ground, 
can easily be conceived, and can certainly be executed, 
and prove highly edifying to adequately educated con- 
gregations. This has been demonstrated beyond per- 
adventure at St. Mark’s. Such offices, however, cannot 
be considered in the average parish church ‘practical,’ 
for even very occasional use. 


Hence the present volume confines itself strictly to 
making New Testament religion more gripping, more 
variously effective, as far as possible through a congre- 
gation actively involved. A Cantor is often desirable, 
and not unseldom more than one responder, and a sort 
of choric unison can at moments of climax prove highly 
impressive. Anywhere in a well equipped Protestant 
Episcopal Church such chancel assistance and liturgical 
method as are assumed in these twenty offices can 
readily be had. It stands to reason that to these many 
more services might be added. But if such specimens 
as are here selected out of our long established cycle 
do not convince, making the book more inclusive were 
of no avail. An oratorio and a cantata are added for 
good measure. 


It is taken for granted that any one desirous of 
using these Offices will realize that the word “priest”’ 
should not be taken strictly. In services of worship and 
meditation it signifies a minister who is chief officiant, 
and can with propriety represent the people at the altar. 


Neither does ‘deacon’ mean specifically a deacon. 
“Reader” does not exclude the thought of holy orders, 
save for the fact that a devout professional often does 
better than an ordained amateur. The Cantor for the 
occasion can be a suitably gifted member of the choir, 
vested and brought into the sanctuary, his so functioning 
rendered canonical by a lay reader’s license. 


As these services of worship and meditation were all 
separately printed, and mostly, again and again, reduc- 
ing them to typographic uniformity has been a delicate 
task, in which I doubt if entire success has been at- 
tained. Still, I hope there are no such inconsistencies 
as will likely trouble an intelligent reader, or discourage 
one who considers using any of these Offices at hours 
of worship where the regular Prayer Book, however 
well rendered, fails to meet with congregational re- 
sponse. 

The Lord’s Prayer is, in all these Offices, carefully 
rendered at the liturgical climax, and more often choral- 
ly, in a setting composed for St. Mark’s Church by Mr. 
Willis Alling, and published by the H. W. Gray Com- 
pany. Always in any event is the Prayer treated as a 
three-stanza poem in strict parallelism, which condenses 
the entire Gospel into the briefest and most holy form. 


In conclusion, it should be understood that all this 
liturgical work, of which these ‘Evangelical Offices” and 
the “Offices of Mystical Religion’’ supply representa- 
tive specimens, was undertaken and brought to gradual 
completion with the sanction of the then Bishop of New 
York, David Hummel Greer, D.D., and authorized by 
him ‘‘for experimental use at St. Mark’s in-the-Bouw- 
erie’; so that without an expression of deep personal 
gratitude for his inspiration and moral support I cannot 
well let this book go forth. 


Perhaps one more remark is seemly, and may not be 
altogether unwelcome. Only in an authorized “‘experi- 
mental workshop” can liturgies be composed. Only 
after constant revision in actual reverent use can they 
be brought to any sort of serviceable perfection. Only 


by the ascertained reaction of “‘all sorts and conditions” 
assembled in congregations, can devotional stimuli be 
determined and judged. If these services should at all 
commend themselves to the Church, it is well to remem-~ 
ber, then, that such as they are, they have been the 
considered and earnest product of a living social enter- 
prise carried on under extraordinarily difficult down- 
town metropolitan conditions — and not the specula- 
tive esthetic creation of an isolated worker in the study. 
And so it was to the sympathy and kindly encourage- 
ment of Bishop Greer, and to the countless anonymous 
worshipers of these nineteen years at St. Mark’s in-the- 
Bouwerie, that all the credit, if any whatever, is due for 
this loyal endeavor to make some of the riches of our 
Christian and Churchly inheritance alive as “forms of 
worship” in the sanctuary.

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POSITIVE RE-STATEMENT OF THE TEN 
COMMANDMENTS* 


For use from the Pulpit in the “Office of the Ten Command- 
ments,” with their text given from the Chancel in each case, the 
Choir chanting from Psalm 119. 


This service contains the substance of the Deca- 
logue, restated positively in modern terms, presumed to 
be intelligible to educated people, and thus making a 
living appeal to the conscience. If complaint be made 
that it is pouring new wine into old bottles, very well. 
Old bottles should burst, and the new wine be poured 
as a deluge over the earth. More wine will come from 
the vines whence the old bottles were filled. The Holy 
Spirit has not forsaken us. 


Tradition (the form of sound words associated from 
childhood with worship) is so precious a thing, however, 
that the old forms should be kept, even where they have 
not only ceased to convey their meaning, but have be- 
come actually obstructive. Hence in our Office of the 
Ten Commandments, (and these constitute one of the 
three documents which our Catechism makes basic for 
the education of the young Christian), we read, from 
the Altar, the Decalogue as scholars have restored it to 
its original form, inwoven with sections of Psalm 119, 
the glorification of the spirit of the Law; and each com-~ 
mandment, so uttered, is responded to from the Pulpit 
with one of these ‘‘modern”’ lections. 


*N.B. Few people realize that the Decalogue formed no part of 
early Christian worship. Its constant liturgical use (in the strict 
sense) began in 1552, and is a characteristic product of the English 
Reformation. 
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I am the Lord thy God: thou shalt have none other 
Gods but me.

Thou shalt, when earnestly invited or desired, par- 
ticipate in worship; nor ever deny or scoff, much less 
interfere with, the devotion of others; even though thine 
own thought or practice be, in thine own superiorly edu- 
cated opinion, based upon very especial personal ex- 
perience, far other and better than that of them who 
desire or require thy fellowship in what they deem now 
sacred, right and beneficient. 


CHOIR: Amen, Hallelujah. 


Thou shalt not make to thyself a graven image. 


II. 


Thou shalt arouse and assist thy imagination to de- 
vise definite Ideals, by the fashioning of beautiful sym- 
bols that express, for worship, the spirit of thine Ideas; 
and enable thee so to set thy heart the better upon them; 
and with the more ease to verify their relevancy and 
develop their significance, in accord with the spiritual 
need and racial progress of thine age. 


Thou shalt quest after, and in every way endeavor 
to discover, ideas and eidolons; and thou shalt make 
them into working ideals, to assist and stimulate others 
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unto the worship of the One God, in any and all neces- 
sary forms, materials and terms, that may transmit to 
them, through a quickened conscience, and heightened 
consciousness, the grace of Him who transcendeth al- 
together the mind of man, and Whon, therefore, no 
form can confine, hold back, or compel. 


Though thou rightly refuse all forms whatever of 
expression, as substitutes for the Reality and Spiritual 
Power of God himself, whether they be abstract or con- 
crete,—thou mayest, and indeed oughtest, to use freely 
and reverently all “kiblehs,’’* (that is: public or private 
means of reverent concentration); nor anywise permit 
thyself, directly or indirectly, to become or seem, in so 
far as in thee lieth, because of thine own zeal, a de- 
structive critic, or iconoclast, of other men’s spiritually 
necessary, because vitally effective, symbolic eikons or 


idols. 


Thou shalt not take my name in vain. 


LT: 


Thou shalt with reverence employ thy persistently 
sought knowledge, and thy devout experience of the 
meaning and power of all holy names of God; ay, and 
more especially, of the holiest unutterable Name: to 
bring, so far as in thee lieth, all things, (men, institu- 
tions and orders), to express the divine glory,—unto the 
well-being and progress of man: that is, unto his per- 
petual recreation and pro-creation, according to an ever 
more fully and intimately revealed image of God. Thou 
shalt, while reverencing names that enshrine past experi- 
ence of ideas and ideals, persistently reconsider their 
reality and serviceable power; and seek to have revealed 
unto thee, if possible, new, higher and subtler Names,— 
to give an ever more adequate vehicle for fresh experi- 
ence and understanding of the Divine Reality; lest thou 
fail perchance to include aught of thy uttermost and best 
knowledge in thy inspiring and inspiriting worship and 
holy practice.

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Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy. 
IV. 


Thou shalt recognize in the fundamental facts and 
laws of life, of health, right function and human rela- 
tion, the Divine Will. 


Thou shalt not tamper with thine own consciousness, 
in anywise for pleasure or relief from pain, unto the 
jeopardy of thy self-control, and the risk of failure in 
securing for life its surest and noblest service. 


That thy labor and thy rest may exercise their cre- 
ative and re-creative office, thou shalt endeavor to secure 
the right consciousness for every right act, and the right 
feeling likewise, for every right consciousness; and en~- 
gage in whatever exercises and seemly disciplines, at 
any time or in any place, may be found requisite thereto, 
or beneficial. 


Thou shalt make the form of thy conduct keep 
comely pace with, and fully and winsomely affirm, thy 
most recent ascertained knowledge. In order that thou 
mayest the more fully know the truth, thou shalt do the 
truth with might and right, as fast as thou canst ascer- 
tain what it truly is. 


Thou shalt make all thy necessary labor a divine 
instrument and joyful sacrament, that men may feel 
God's creative power in thy very work, and secure His 
blessing in their sure reliance on thine integrity and in- 
telligently directed diligence, that so they may enjoy 
thereby their own rest and play; and in equity desire 
therefore and require that thou have also thine, so that 
in mutual service, with varying gifts, there be neither 
master nor slave. 


Thou shalt provide, and agree with others thereto, 
for holy places and times; that there be opportunity and 
incentive, in private and in public life, for the realiza- 
tion—in mind and heart—of God; and for the better 
communication thereof to others, by holy gatherings for 
worship, prophecy, and sacramental act or ceremony. 
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Honor thy father and thy mother. 
Vs 


Honor, worship, and support, with thy person and 
substance, all that hath from the beginning of thy life 
transmitted unto thee divine power and wisdom: whether 
bodily parents, or masters and pastors of mind and soul. 
By right regard and consideration for them, enable them, 
so far as in thee lieth, to continue and extend their bene- 
ficent activity beyond thee, and through thee, to others. 

Be thou the son that glorifieth the Heavenly Father 
in thy noble dependence upon Him, recognizing Him in 
all that can mediate His loving service to thee and 
others; that thou mayest the more clearly and inspiringly 
reproduce in thy conduct and person, His likeness, and 
transmit the same to thine offspring, and to thy fellows, 
and in turn so to their offspring. 

Besides the natural transmission, thou shalt secure 
the cultural transmission of whatever is elevated and 
ennobling. 

Wherefore shalt thou loyally serve the welfare of 
family and race; all social institutions which supplement 
thy natural parents, thy pastors and masters; and which 
in alliance with thy brethren, perform their holy work. 
Thou shalt regard thy brother, thy comrade and thy 
friend who give themselves to the same cause, as of one 
blood and spirit; one, that is, with thee, and with all 
them that transmit the life of God to man. 

Therefore shall all fellowship in things divine be un- 
to thee sacred, challenge thy courage and fortitude, and 
elicit thine utmost tenderness and grace. 


Do no murder. 


VI. 


Thou shalt give life, and foster life; and honor, pas- 
sionately love and develop personality, wheresoever 
thou mayest see life evolving, and personality capable 
of perfecting. 
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Thou shalt recognize all good intent and worthy ef- 
fort, however unavailing; and by friendly praise and 
kindly encouragement, forward thy fellows’ progress in 
life itself, and in the perfecting of the noble arts of 
living. 

Thou shalt be kind, courteous and cheerful, so far 
as in thee lieth, nor make unnecessary claims for help 
and sympathy, that so the brave mood may prevail about 
thee. 

Being true son and daughter, thou shalt in thy turn 
be also true father and mother, even as God to thee; 
and let no waste of life occur, seeing to it that all in- 
evitable expense become a sound creative investment on 
behalf of man’s deserving of immortality, and unto the 
blessed sense of the unity or kinship of all life in God, 
who is the essential source and being thereof. 


Thou shalt be the good physician, the helper of the 
helpless, the supporter of the destitute; and they that 
be not of sound mind, of sound heart, or of sound body, 
shall be thine especial solicitude, for the sake of the life 
that cometh of God in them; and also for the protection 
of the sound and the well, the hopeful and valiant, from 
injurious contagion and discouragement, lest the exces- 
sive care of the unsound involve the ruin of the sound. 

That life may flourish in quiet confidence and charm, 
thou shalt establish and maintain all wholesome re- 
straints, lest the strong in body and will deprive the fine 
in mind and in heart of their heritage; to the intent that 
all the gifts of God may alike benefit, in due degree, the 
whole family of God. And such equity in freedom shall 
yield thee thine only ideal of justice, and inspire thine 
administration thereof. 


Thou shalt not commit adultery. 


VII. 


Thou shalt regard the sacredness of all ways where- 
by God provided for procreation unto the perfecting of 
human individuals, and of the human species, and of the 
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particular race and variety thereof, in the which thou art 
blessed by being bred and reared. Thou shalt make 
thyself fit in body, in soul and spirit, in knowledge and 
training, as far as may be, so as thyself to realize, by the 
conservation and development of bodily and spiritual 
energies, the ideal marriage, which is the mystical union, 
in one flesh, of the one creative spirit integrating both 
body and soul. 


Thou shalt strive to make such a relation between 
thyself and thy mate indissoluble and unique; and to 
establish for thy fellows this ideal, not by vain, cruel 
and hypocritical prohibitions, defamations and punitive 
sanctions to secular or ecclesiastical laws; but by the 
sincere passionate praise of love, of beauty, of harmony: 
—which can alone effect the approach to the perfection 
of breed and type, glorifying God for having made man 
male and female. 


Therefore, thou shalt marry only for holy love, and 
for mutual help unto spiritual light, by the begetting and 
bearing and rearing of desirable offspring; and for holy 
fellowship and partnership in rearing the same (or that 
of thy brethren in the failure of thine issue) and for the 
furtherance of their start in life, worthier and securer 
than was thine own. 


And thou shalt exert thyself in body, soul and spirit 
all thy life long to raise and increase in thy fellow-men 
the hope of attaining to, or establishing the reverence 
for, such unique love between man and woman as shall 
render their fellowship humanly divine. 


Thou shalt not steal. 


VIII. 


Thou shalt add with all thy might to the wealth, 
security, refinement and preciousness of the world of 
man; to increase the freedom of thy fellows from slavery 
unto matter and the machine; to deliver them from panic 
fear of want; and provide noble supply of reserve energy 
for reckless expenditure in creative experiments. 
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Thou shalt do thy diligence gladly, that thou mayest 
have to give unto others who be less gifted or favored 
than thyself. Whatsoever thou hast, or mayest justly 
acquire, thou shalt not deem thine own, but a faithful 
trust to thee of God. Therefore, thou shalt exercise thy 
discretion, with eager zeal, to make thy good steward- 
ship such as His who maketh His sun to shine on the 
evil and on the good, and sendeth His rain alike on the 
just and on the unjust. 


Thou shalt in thy service to the commonweal, ally 
thyself with thy fellows, for that in numbers there is 
strength, and in many and various counsellors safety; 
and to such as strive against thee, thou shalt be fair 
and generous; and shalt warrant so, if thou prevail, their 
trust and secure confidence in thee. 


Thou shalt ever desire to give more than thou get- 
test; and to leave every man, place, and institution, the 
richer, purer and braver for contact with thee. 


Thou shalt foster the dedication of wealth to the 
creation of beauty, such as freeth man from the sense 
of private possession; and (sanctifying, or causing mere 
utility to be forgotten), delivereth body and soul over 
to an impersonal joy and ecstasy in having all things, 
giving all things, and using all things sacredly in com- 
mon. 


Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy 
neighbor. 


IX. 


Thou shalt exercise all the powers of thy mind to 
ascertain the truth; and coerce thyself therefor to think 
strictly in the terms of what truth thou knowest, making 
reverent room likewise for the truth thou knowest not 
as yet; that thou mayest promote thine intellectual 
progress, and by example encourage that of thy fellows. 


Thou shalt accept all suffering, and expense of 
leisure and cheer, involved in finding the truth; and com-~- 
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fort thyself for the same by the security and joy to be 
found in the truth itself, which is, in accordance with 
the laws of the human mind, the very image of the 


Universal God. 


Thou shalt bring truth ever more and more deeply 
and widely into thy life; lest kindness or thy sense of 
kinship expose thee to deception; or lest thy sense of 
beauty interfere with the prior right of Truth, which, 
for that it is incompletely yet in thy possession, hath not 
attained to final harmony with beauty. 


Thou shalt believe and teach that ultimate goodness 
or kindness and beauty agree in the end with truth; and 
thou shalt therefore utter the truth in word and deed 
with kindness, and graciousness, unto the welfare and 
beauty of human fellowship. Thou shalt be willing, if 
need be, to pay with thy life the price of truth, as of 
kindness also and beauty; being well-assured that thy 
life without any of these is wholly lost; whereas if it be 
forfeited for their sake, it is fruitful beyond thee unto 
greater life. 


Thou shalt not covet what is thy neighbor’s. 


X. 


Thou shalt consider thy welfare and progress by the 
study of the inherent facts of thine own being and 
achievements, of thy character and person. When thou 
comparest thy lot unfavorably with that of others, thou 
shalt remember how thou canst not truly judge. Thine 
own need, or adversity, or prosperity are beyond all hu- 
man computation and comprehension. To his Master 
alone, each standeth or falleth; wherefore each findeth 
in his own destiny his truest opportunity and content- 
ment, 


Looking beyond thyself and thy generation, thou 
shalt devote all that thou hast and art to the perfecting 
of the human race, both in the living type, and in the 
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art of intercourse, between actual individuals, and in the 
ever-developing social order and convention. 


In so far as civilization shall suspend the operation 
of natural selection, thou art to devise intelligently and 
establish a wisely compensating rational selection, ward- 
ing off thereby degeneracy, and promoting higher de- 
grees and forms of life. 


Thou shalt seek the victory of all, ay, even the 
humblest purposes of life, lest they fail of such perfec- 
tion as may be possible in thy generation; and thou shalt 
be ever eager for the greater glory of God, praying and 
laboring, fighting and offering thyself up gladly, to 
hasten and magnify the divine Advent and Epiphany. 


Through all that thou touchest, that thou preservest, 
and layest up, thou shalt desire only to realize and 
transmit Virtue!—the creative energy, that is to say, of 
the Spirit—from generation to generation, from age to 
age, in ever increasing intent and extent, unto the ulti- 
mate fulness of the Godhead in a mankind nobler than 
thy present imagination can even conceive; that the end 
of evolving life may justify its beginning, and show 
forth the glory of its creative cause, mirroring God unto 


His Holy Self. Amen, So be it.

An Experience of First Paternity 


Last night, at 11 o'clock, a son was born to me. 
Blessed child! a lovely wonder to me, and which makes 
the universe look friendly to me. How remote from my 
knowledge, how alien, yet how kind, does it make the 
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Cause of causes appear! The stimulated curiosity of 
the father sees the graces and instincts which exist in- 
deed in every babe, but unnoticed in others; the right to 
see all, know all, to examine nearly, distinguishes the 
relation, and endears this sweet child. Otherwise I see 
nothing in it of mine; I am no conscious party to any 
feature, any function, any perfection I behold in it. | 
seem to be merely a brute occasion of its being, and 
nowise attaining to the dignity even of a second cause, 
no more than I| taught it to suck the breast. Please God 
that “‘he, like a tree of generous kind, By living waters 
set,’ may draw endless nourishment from the fountains 


of Wisdom and Virtue. 
Now am I Pygmalion. 


Every day a child presents a new aspect, Lidia says, 
as the face of the sky is different every hour, so that 
we never get tired. 


The truth seems to be that every child is infinitely 
beautiful, but the father alone by position and by duty 
is led to look near enough to see. He looks with mic- 
roscope. But what is most beautiful is to see the babe 
and the mother together, the contrast of size makes the 
little nestler appear so cunning, and its tiny beseeching 
weakness is compensated so perfectly by the happy 
patronizing look of the mother, who is a sort of high 
reposing Providence toward it, that they make a per- 
fect group. 


Innocent Oddities 


I like my boy, with his endless, sweet soliloquies and 
iterations, and his utter inability to conceive why I 
shoul not leave all my nonsense business and writing, 
and come to tie up his toy horse, as if there was or 
could be any end to nature beyond his horse. And he 
is wiser than we when he threatens his whole threat, “I 
will not love you.” 


* * * 


Humphrey Heywood showed me his fine toycart 
which his father made for him. I see nothing of the 
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farmer but his plain dealing and hard work; yet there 
are finer parts which, but for this child, would remain 
latent; his love and the taste which makes a fanciful 
child’s wagon for its manifestation. 


* * * 


The child delights in shadows on the wall. The 
child prattles in the house. But if you carry him out 
of doors, he is overpowered by the light and extent of 
natural objects, and is silent. There never was child 
so lovely but his mother was glad to get him asleep. 


The Child Mind 


The child is pervaded by an element of reason, but 
does not individualize himself, or say I. The child lives 
with God but as a dweller in this higher sphere, that of 
Absolute Truth; this infinite nature bursts through at 
last into the affirmative of real being; Iam. Feebly it 
enters into him; his life is the life of the senses, of the 
apparent, of the actual. 


* * * 


Blessed is the child; the unconscious is ever the act 
of God Himself. Nobody can reflect upon his uncon- 
scious period, or any particular word or act in it, with 
regret or contempt. Bard or Hero cannot look down 
upon the word or gesture of a child; it is as great as 
they. Little Albert Sampson asks when his father will 
come home, and insists that his father can’t die. 


* * * 


The intellect is alike old in the father and in the 
child. No age to intellect. 


In Retrospect 


In imagination I was a little chubby boy trundling 
a hoop in Chauncy Place, and spouting poetry from 
Scott and Campbell at the Latin school. But Time, the 
little grey man, has taken out of his vest-pocket a great, 
awkward house (in a corner of which I sit down and 
write of him), some acres of land, several full-grown 
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and several very young persons, and seated them close 
beside me; then he has taken that chubbiness and that 
hoop quite away (to be sure he has left the declamation 
and the poetry), and here left a long, lean person 
threatening to be a little grey man, like himself. 


Education 


Education? We assume a certain air of holiness 
when we go to deal with our children, and appeal at 
that moment to a principle to which we do not appeal 
at other times.

Poetic Beauty

It is hardly rhetoric to speak of the guardian angels 
of children. How beautiful they are, so protected from 
all infusions of evil persons, from vulgarity and second 
thought. Well-bred people ignore trifles and unsightly 
things; but heroes do not see them, through an attention 
pre-engaged to beauty.

1. Preface to Office 


Philo, the Jew, a great scholar of Alexandria, a dis- 
tinguished disciple of Plato, attempted to reconcile the 
religious faith of his race with the culture and science 
of Hellas. He was chosen by the rulers at Jerusalem 
(6 A.D.?) to represent his people in a mission to Clau- 
dius Caesar. In his voluminous writings, he was the 
first to give currency to the term ‘logos,’ which means 
Reason or Word (not vocable, which is “hrema’’) as a 
name for the ‘second God,’ the active divine repre- 
sentative, Creator and Revealer. He prepared so for 
the mystical interpretation of the Gospel, which reaches 
us in the writings of St. Paul of Tarsus and St. John of 
Ephesus. 

Philo’s doctrine rested on the Wisdom literature of 
Israel (viz., “Proverbs of Solomon, Ecclesiastes, Ec-~ 
clesiasticus, the Wisdom of Solomon, and other Apo- 
cryphal works) which identified Wisdom—poetically 
visualized as the Bride of God—with the Holy Spirit, 
and identified the same with the creative Word or fiat 
by which God “brought all things that were out of the 
things that were not,’ as set forth poetically in the open- 
ing Chapters of the Book of Genesis. 

In this office we propose to read for edification and 
worship, alternately the passages from the Wisdom lit- 
erature, and their refashionings in the Gospel. 


(*The phrase, “The Word of God” does not appear elsewhere 
in the New Testament bearing the same sense.)
